Colonel Russell appears to have forgotten 
the scheme he and his colleagues submitted 
to the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
two years ago, and another scheme submitted 
about the same time by a Cork group for 
the fermation and operation of an Irish air 
transport company. under the style of 
 Aerlingus Eireann “Teoranta.” Sure] 
Colonel Russell will not admit that both 
gs were not genuine efforts to start an 

air service. 

At the time these schemes were under dis: 
cussion Colonel Russell agreed that the pro

APPEAL FROM A HIGH COUBT 
JUDGMENT

An appeal was brought on behalf of John 
Stafford, formerly a Captain in the Free 
State Army, and later a sanitary inspector, 
of Cannon Rock, Howth, from a judgment 
of the High Court; pursuant to certificate, re- 
versing a judgment of the Circuit Court 
Judge that Mr, Stafford was entitled to 
deduct from the amount received by him 
out of public moneys, within the meaning 
of the Military Service Act, 1924, during 
specified years, the amount of expenses in- 
curred by him in earning such moneys. 

Mr, Costello, K.C., and Mr. Moran (in- 
structed by Mr. Desmond Moran) appeared 
for the appellant; and Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.,, 
and The O’Rahilly (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) fas the Minister for De- 
fence, the respondent. 

Opening the appeal, Mr. Costello said that 
Mr, Stafford was in receipt of a military service 
pension of £115 a year. After he had re- 
signed from the Army he got a position as 
sanitary officer, first with the Kildare Board 
of Health, and later with the Dublin Board 
of Health. His salary roughly was £200 
a year,’ and, in addition, he was granted 

a year towards discharging the expenses 
viet he “was necessarily bound ef 7 in 
the. diseharge of his duties. © had to 
travel several hundred miles a week, and it 
was proved in the Circuit Court that £50 
was entirely inadequate to indemnify him 
against these expenses. Under the Military 
Service Act, 1924, if a person who has a 
military setvice’ peúsion gels a position as 
the result of which he is paid out of “public 
moneys, then. the military service pension 
abates in accordance with a scale get out in 
the . Act. i 

Mr. Stafford contended that he was en- 
titled to deduct from his salary the surplus 
expenses to which he was put in discharging 
the duties of his office. he Circuit Court 
decided in favour of Mr. Stafford. The 
Minister for Defence appealed to the High 
Court, and the High Court held that, not 
only was he not entitled to deduct the sur- 
plus expenses from his salary, but that the 
£50 was pert of hig remuneration, and 
should be taken into account as part of it. 
That was the issue in the case.

Mr. Wood added that, the defence had been 
filed, and it was a denial that the words had 
been used, and in addition iv. pleaded 
privilege. It set out that the Dublin County 
Council were empowered to make loans to 
applicants to enable them to purchase houses, 
and to give loans to applicants intending to 
construct houses, to enable them to do so. 
An applicant seeking a loan to purchase a 
house was required to state the estimated 
cost of building. 

The Council was empowered to advance a 
percentage of the market value of;the house. 
Certain persons made applications to the 
Council for loans, and in each application the 
estimated cost of the building of each house 
was stated to be £500. In respect of sixteen 
such applications’ the Council made a loan of 
£400 in cash, this being the maximum amount 
authorised on a value of £500 by the scheme. 
The houses in respect of which these appli- 
cations were made, and in respect of which 
these loans were advanced were built by a 
contractor for the plaintiffs at an all-in con- 
tract price of much less than £500 each, and 
were sold to the applicants at a sum of £400 
each. : 


INQUIRY HELD 


When the Council discovered these facts 
an inquiry was held to investigate the matter. 
& result of this inquiry, the defendant 
became aware of the facts stated, and of the 
fact that a sum of £400 advanced to each 
applicant by paying order of the Council was 
paid by each applicant to the plaintiffs by 
endorsement of the paying order. In addition 
to the receipt of this £400, the plaintiffs 
received @ sum of £45 per heuse as a grant 
under the provisions of the Housing Acts. 
The defence further stated, said Mr. 
Wood, that Councillor Tumey, who was 
present at the meeting of the Council. held 
on 24th February, 1936, was chairman of 
the plaintiff society and a member of the 
Council, and had admitted at the inquiry 
that he had filled in the cost of building in 
certain of the application forms at the sum 
of £500... Thé defendant was Chairman 
of the Council, and presided at the meeting 
on 24th February, at which an application 
for a loan by Henry Tooms, was under dis- 
cussion. 

_ The Council had, at a prior meeting, cer- 
tified the market value of the house in 
respect of which the application was made, 
and had approved of an advance of 80 per 
cent. of its market value, but the Minister 
for Local Government had. refused to ap- 
prove the action of the Council on the 
ground that the certified market value was 
excessive. Councillor Clare stated that if 
the Minister war going to veto the Coun- 
cil’s valuations, he would protest. 

The defendant then referred to the loans 
made in respect ~f the houses built by the 
plaintiff society and to the results of the 
inquiry, which had shown that the loans had 
been made upon inadequate security, and 
submitted that the check by the Minister 
Was necessary. Councillor Tunney then 
jumped up and shouted the names of the 
plaintiff society, and asked if the defendant. 
meant that they were swindlers. 


THE DEFENCE 
Mr. Wood said that the defendant pleaded 


that if, in the course of his statement, he 
spoke the words alleged, he did so in the 
bona fide discharge of his duty as a Coun- 
cillor and Chairman of the Council, and 
without any malice towards the plaintiffs, 
and in the honest belief that what he said 
was true, and that the words were pub- 
lished only to members of the Council, who 
had a corresponding duty in the matter 
The occasion was, therefore, privileged. 

Mr. Lennon, who (instructed by Mr. John 
J. Sheil), for the plaintiffs, said that the 
pleadings had not yet been closed, and he 
asked for a cross-order. 

Master—You will put in a reply!

Patrick J. Dolan draughtsman, of Elles- 
mere avenue, North Circular road, Dublin, 
sued Patrick Kieran, of Tower avénue, Rath- 
gar, for £700 for personal injuries, damage 
to a motor car, and loss of salary caused by 
the alleged negligence of the ‘defendant in 
the control and management of a motor car, 
his property, in Dunshaugblin, on the main 
road from Dublin to Navan. on the 29th Sep- 
tember, 1956.

There was a separate action at the suit of 
Patrick Kieran against P. J. Dolan for £200 
fur damages in connection with the same oc- 
wurrence. This claim was dismissed.
